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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests favorable reconsideration of this application, as 
amended. 

Claims 26-34 are pending. By this Amendment, Applicant has amended Claims 
26, 27, 31 and 33 as discussed in detail below. Claims 1-25 were previously cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. 

In the Office Action, Claims 26-32 and 34 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
over U.S. Patent No. 7,188,168 B1 to Liao (“Liao”) in combination with U.S. Patent No. 
6,141,792 to Acker et al. (“Acker”) and Published U.S. Application No. 2004/0073870 
A1 to Fuh et al. (“Fuh”); and Claim 33 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over U.S. 
Liao in combination with Acker. 

Without acceding to the rejections. Claim 26 now recites, inter alia, that the parser 
accelerator compiler comprises a plurality of object classes including a token class 
including an attribute token that describes an allowable occurrence frequency for a 
symbol in a particular rule for a language. Support is provided, for example, at page 33, 
lines 8-15; and page 34, lines 31-33. It is apparent that the applied references do not 
teach or suggest at least this feature of Claim 26. 

For example, the primary reference, Liao, discloses a grammatical packet 
classifier. See Liao, Abstract. Liao’s packet classifier can include a traffic manager that 
uses queuing rules 903 and flow control rules 905. See Liao, col. 18, line 65 to col. 19, 
line 27; FIG. 9. However, Liao is not seen as teaching or suggesting a plurality of object 
classes including a token class including an attribute token that describes an allowable 
occurrence frequency for a symbol in a particular rule for a language, as recited in Claim 
26. 
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The secondary references do not appear to cure Liao’s deficiency in this regard. 
For example, secondary reference Acker discloses an object oriented compiler that 
translates an Interface Definition Language (IDL) specification into different output 
forms using interchangeable “emitters.” See Acker, col. 1, line 53 to col. 2, line 58. 
Secondary reference Fuh, for it part, discloses a method and system for XML schema 
validation. See Fuh, Abstract. It is apparent that Acker and Fuh do not teach or suggest a 
plurality of object classes including a token class including an attribute token that 
describes an allowable occurrence frequency for a symbol in a particular rule for a 
language, as recited in Claim 26. 

Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that Claim 26 distinguishes patentably 
from the applied references. 

In addition. Claims 27 and 33 now recite, inter alia, compiling the grammar to 
generate finite automata, the compiling further comprising using an attribute token of a 
token object class to describe an allowable occurrence frequency for a symbol in a 
particular rule for a language. Furthermore, Claim 31 has been amended to recite the 
above-discussed features of Claim 26. 

Therefore, Claims 27, 3 land 33 are also believed to distinguish patentably from 
the applied references for at least the same reasons as set forth above with respect to 
Claim 26. Claims 28-30, 32 and 34 which depend variously from Claims 27, 31 and 33 
are also believed to be patentable at least due to their dependence from Claims 27, 31 and 
33 as well as for the additional features recited in Claims 28-30, 32 and 34. 

In view of the foregoing, Applicants respectfully submit that this application is in 
condition for allowance. A prompt Notice of Allowance fe respectfully requested.
